Boxes  are  provided  for  receiving  any  Contributions  to  be 
distributed  as  rewards  to  the  Pupils;  also  a Book  for 
entering  any  Donation  or  Annual  Subscription  which 
Yisitors  may  be  disposed  to  give  to  the  Institution. 

CONCERTS  are  given  in  the  MUSIC  ROOM  the  First 
MONDAY  of  every  Month,  in  the  AFTERNOON,  at  Three 
o’clock,  except  during  the  Summer  and  Christmas  Vacations. 
Admission  free.

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This  number  is  somewhat  below  the  capacity  of 
accommodation,  and  as  the  same  working  staff  is 
required  whether  there  be  few  or  many  inmates,  it  is 
desirable  that  the  full  complement  of  numbers  should 
if  possible  be  kept  up.  Those  who  remained  the 
full  term  of  seven  years,  and  who  were  well  behaved, 
received  the  usual  gratuities  and  tools  to  enable 
them  to  commence  their  industrial  career.  It  is 
pleasant  to  be  able  to  record  that  pupils  have  succeeded 
at  various  times  in  the  several  occupations  for  which 
they  were  fitted.  From  the  earliest  times  seven  years 
were  considered  necessary  to  complete  their  training. 
Education  in  all  its  branches  is  now  happily  available 
to  the  blind,  and  in  addition  to  mechanical  training  our 
pupils  have  within  the  seven  years  to  pass  at  least 
through  the  lower  standards  of  elementary  education. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  some  of  the 
pupils  when  they  enter  the  Institution  literally  know 
nothing.  The  following  extracts  from  the  Examiner’s 
Report  will  therefore  be  read  with  satisfaction  : — “ As 
the  result  of  the  annual  inspection,  conducted  at  your 
request,  I find  that  the  Reading,  Dictation,  Arithmetic, 
Geography,  and  Recitation  of  Standard  I.  are  satis- 
factory. The  2nd  Standard  gave  evidence  of  very 
solid  progress ; all  their  work  was  gone  through  with 
accuracy  and  ease.  The  4th  Standard  girls  did  their 
teachers  credit.  Both  boys  and  girls  in  this  class 
distinguished  themselves  in  geography  and  grammar.” 


Every  pupil  has  an  opportunity  of  learning  the 
piano  and  organ.  Those  with  ability  have  in  some 
instances  attained  considerable  proficiency. 

The  Music  Master,  Mr.  S.  Rootham,  reports  that 
during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a decided  improve- 
ment in  the  amount  of  work  done,  especially  amongst 
the  male  pupils.  Some  of  the  females,  however,  give 
promise  of  an  advance,  which  has  not  been  seen  for 
several  years.  He  also  reports  an  improvement  in  the 
singing  in  the  Chapel,  and  further  mentions  the 
encouragement  the  pupils  receive  from  the  increased 
attendance  of  visitors  at  the  Monthly  Concerts. 

All  the  pupils  arc  taught  to  sing.  Piano  tuning, 
basket  making,  mat  making,  and  chair  canilig  may  bo 
acquired  by  the  male  pupils ; but,  with  the  exception 
of  chair-caning,  these  occupations  are  not  as  a rule 
followed  by  the  females.  They  learn  a variety  of 
wool  work,  knitting,  and  crochet. 

Every  year  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  training  the 
blind  to  compete  successfully  with  sighted  industry. 
Hence  the  necessity  for  affording  the  blind  the  highest 
possible  training,  and  this  your  Committee  aim  at, 
under  a deep  sense  of  their  dependence  upon  Almighty 
God,  as  well  as  of  grateful  recognition  of  His  past 
mercies  to  this  institution. 

The  trade  returns  of  last  year  exceed  those  of  the 
the  previous  year.  This  is  in  no  small  degree  due  to  the

development  of  a special  contract,  which  has  also  enabled 
your  Committee  to  afford  more  remunerative  employ- 
ment to  the  out-workers,  besides  taking  on  some 
additional  hands.  The  friends  of  the  Institution  are 
reminded  that  the  Trade  Department  cannot  be  counted 
upon  as  a source  of  revenue.  It  exists  chiefly  as  an 
outlet  for  the  work  made  by  the  pupils,  and  to  afford 
employment  to  as  many  blind  out-workers  as  it  is 
possible  to  receive.  By  sending  orders  for  work  to  the 
Asylum,  as  well  as  becoming  a subscriber  or  donor  to 
its  funds,  the  work  of  making  the  blind  industrious 
and  to  some  extent  self-supporting  is  promoted,  and  a 
more  worthy  object  could  scarcely  be  presented  to  the 
public  for  their-  sympathy  and  support. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  duo  to  the 
Hon.  Physician,  the  Hon.  Surgeon,  and  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentists  for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  also  to 
the  several  ladies  and  gentlemen  whose  names  appear 
in  our  general  list  of  acknowledgments  for  various 
gifts  and  services  rendered  to  the  Institution.

MEDICAL  REPORT. 


April  29th,  1888. 

On  examining  the  causes  of  blindness  in  the  22  pupils 
that  have  been  admitted  since  my  last  detailed  report, 
I find  that  14  became  blind  in  one  or  both  eyes  from 
disease  of  the  superficial  structures  of  the  eye  that 
came  on  in  very  early  life,  eight  of  which  are  undoubtedly 
the  result  of  inflammation  that  infants  are  liable  to 
during  the  first  week  after  birth.  Of  the  other  eases 
two  are  for  cataract,  two  from  disease  of  the  brain,  two 
from  measles,  and  one  from  small-pox.  It  is  not  a 
little  remarkable  that  only  one  case  is  evidently  due 
to  accident,  and  that  was  of  a girl  who,  at  the  age  of 
16,  broke  a bottle  of  nitro-glyceiine,  being  ignorant  of 
its  contents ; the  explosion  that  ensued  completely 
destroyed  both  eyes  and  her  right  hand. 

As  regards  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  Blind 
Asylum,  although  there  have  been  no  very  serious  cases 
of  illness,  there  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  minor 
ailments,  especially  in  the  last  four  months.  There 
was  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  last  year,  but  the  patient 
was  promptly  isolated  and  removed  to  the  fever 
hospital  and  the  disease  did  not  spread.  Owing  to  the 
outbreak  of  small-pox  in  Bristol  last  winter,  I requested 
that  each  pupil  should  be  re-vaccinated  in  the  Christmas 
holidays,  and  this  was  generally  done  at  their  own 
homes ; the  others,  excepting  in  a few  instances,  I have 
re- vaccinated  since  their  return. 

Considering  the  poor  physique  of  most  of  the  pupils, 
I cannot  but  congratulate  the  Institution  on  the 
general  immunity  from  serious  ca.-es  of  illness.

RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED  BY  APPLICANTS 
FOR  ADMISSION. 

1. — That  they  are  required  to  conic  decently  clothed,  and 
with  change  of  clothes. 

2. — That  if  any  applicant,  after  admission,  is  found  to  be 
deficient  in  intellect,  afflicted  with  fits,  or  with  any  other 
disorder  prejudicial  to  the  Pupils  of  the  Asylum,  such  person 
will  be  immediately  returned  to  his  parish  or  friends. 

3.  — Persons  applying  for  admission  are  desired  to  observe 
hat  the  object  of  the  Institution  is  not  to  provide  for  the 

permanent  support  of  those  taken  under  its  protection,  but  to 
t-each  them  the  means  of  gaining  a livelihood  for  themselves. 

4.  — Candidates  for  admission  must  in  all  cases  be  recom- 
mended by  a Life  Member  or  Annual  Subscriber  of  twelve 
months’  standing. 

5.  — That  previous  to  the  admission  of  any  candidate  the 
friends  or  parishes  shall  pay  the  first  half-year’s  board 
money  in  atfvance,  and  engage  some  respectable  inhabitant 
in  Bristol  to  become  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  such 
half-yearly  payment,  a lira  y is  in  advance , and  on  failure 
thereof  such  blind  persous  will  be  sent  home  to  their  friends 
or  parishes. 

G. — Should  a Pupil  be  dismissed  for  misconduct  or  leave 
the  Institution  from  caprice  or  otherwise,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Committee,  before  the  expiration  of  the  six 
months,  no  portion  of  the  money  so  advanced  shall  be 
returned. 

7.  — That  e.arli  Person  recommended  by  a Life  Member  or 
Subscriber  of  twelve  months'  standing , living  i)i  the  parish,  or 
one  adjoining  that  of  the  person  recommended  (provided  the 
other  requisites  are,  satisfactory)  be  received  in  preference  to  any 
other  candidate. 

8.  — No  Male  applicant,  who  is  under  Nine  or  above 
Twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  no  Female  under  Nine  or 
above  Twenty-five,  can  be  placed  on  the  list  of  candidates. 

9. — The  Pupils  are  usually  allowed  One  Month’s  holiday  in 
the  Summer,  and  Two  Weeks’  holiday  at  Christmas,  but 
such  holidays,  together  with  the  times  of  their  commence- 
ment and  termination,  are  entirely  at  the  option  of  the 
Committee. 

N.  B.— None  can  be  received  into  the  Asylum  as  Pupils 
until  they  cau  dress  and  undress  themselves  without 
assistance.

The  Parents  of  the  greater  number  of  the  Blind  are  unable 
to  bear  the  expense  of  educating  their  children  in  Institutions. 
It  has,  therefore,  been  deemed  advisable  here  to  insert  some 
of  the  laws  that  now  exist  in  favour  of  the  Blind,  to  show  how 
far  they  can  be  assisted  in  their  education  by  the  Guardians 
of  the  Poor. 


LEGISLATION  IN  THE  INTEREST  OF  THE 
BLIND  AND  OF  DEAF  MUTES. 


Guardians  may  Maintain  and  Educate  in  Certified  Schools. 

23  and  26  Vic.  (1862),  cap.  43,  sec.  1.  The  Guardians  of 
any  Parish  or  Union  may  send  any  poor  child  to  any  school 
certified  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  supported  wholly  or 
partially  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  the  managers  of  which 
shall  be  willing  to  receive  such  child,  and  may  pay  out  of  the 
fuuds  in  their  possession  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance, clothing,  and  education  of  such  child  therein,  during 
the  time  such  child  shall  remain  at  such  school  (not  exceeding 
the  total  sum  which  would  have  been  charged  for  the  main- 
tenance of  such  child  if  relieved  in  the  Workhouse  during 
the  same  period),  and  in  the  conveyance  of  such  child  to 
and  from  the  same,  and  in  the  case  of  death,  the  expenses  of 
his  or  her  funeral. 

Sec.  9.  No  child  shall  be  sent  under  this  Act  to  any 
school  which  is  conducted  on  the  principles  of  a religious 
denomination  to  which  such  child  does  not  belong. 

Sec.  10 The  word  “ School”  shall  extend  to 

any  Institution  established  for  the  instruction  of  blind,  deaf, 
dumb,  lame,  deformed,  or  idiotic  persons,  but  shall  not  apply 
to  any  certified  Reformatory  School. 
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Guardians  may  said  Deaf  Mutes  or  Blind  to  Uncertified 
Schools.

a ^ H'  cap.  54,  sec.  10.  Whereas  by  Section 

4 of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  1851,  Guardians  are 
authorised,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  public 
Hospital  or  Infirmary  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  it  is  ex  - 
pedient  to  extend  the  said  section.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  as 
follows  : — 


The  provisions  of  the  said  section  shall  extend  to  authorise 
the  Guardians,  with  such  consent  as  is  therein  mentioned,  to 
subscribe  towards  any  Asylum  or  Institution  for  blind  persons, 
or  for  deaf  and  dumb  persons,  or  for  persons  suffering  from 
any  permanent  or  natural  infirmity,  or  towards  any  Associa- 
tion or  Society  for  aiding  such  persons,  or  for  providing  nurses, 
or  for  aiding  boys  and  girls  in  service,  or  towards  any  other 
Asylum  or  Institution  which  appears  to  the  Guardians,  with 
such  consent  as  aforesaid,  to  be  calculalcd  to  render  useful  aid 
in  the  administration  of  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Provided  always  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorise  any  subscription  to  auy  Asylum  or  Institution  unless 
the  Local  Government  Board  be  satisfied  that  the  paupers 
under  the  Guardians  have,  or  could  have,  assistance  therein 
in  case  of  necessity.
